Ant. Any name which does not completely and cleorly identify 
the owner or owners

2. Qu«t. Why should or individual or partnership doing busi­ 
ness under a Fictitious Name file and publish o Certificate-*

Ant. 1. The law is specific ond mandatory Business people, 
like other persons, should obey the low 2 No Court action 
of any sort can be maintained until Certificate is filed and 
published Such filing and publishing contributes to the 
value ond orotection of a trade name.

1. Qutt. Is the name "J B. Smith Company" o fictitious name?

Ant. Yes. Because the term "company" is ambiguous ond sug­ 
gestive of uncertainty.

4. Quei. How con customer find out if he hos filed ond pub­ 
lished his certificate cf business?

Ant. Simply by checkin^ with the Corporation deportment of 
your county clerk's office, or by telephoning Los Angeles 
Newspaper Service Bureau, Ine , MA 5-2541.

5. Quet. What does Section 2468 of the Civil Code mean by 
the wording that no person or partnership failing to comply" 
shall maintain any action upon, or on account of, any con­ 
tract or contracts made or transaction had," under such 
fictitious name in any Court of this State?

Ant. Simply that the person of partnership cannot sue.

6. Qu«t. Does that mean that cosh $tores xar* not affected?
An«. There ore many grounds for court action besides the 

mere collection of pos f due accounts. For instance, a cash 
grocery may wish to sue a trucking company for damage 
to shipments.

Am. Yes "Every person transacting business in this ftote un­ 
der a fictitious name" must file and publish.

Ant. Yes Section 2469 of the Civil Code states thot "On every 
change in the members of a partnership transacting busi­

ness in this State under o fictitious nome ... a new certifi­ 
cate must be filed with the County Clerk and a new publi­ 

cation made."

Ant. Yes, when the corporation as a person owns and oper­ 
ates some other business under a ficNtious firm name. In 
such event <t must file and publish, otherwise not.

For instance, the California State Department of 
Vocational Standards will nor issue a license to any con­ 
tractor or contracting partnership who has not filed and 
published.

Ant. The Los Angeles County Counsel has ruled' "We Incline 
to opinion that the provisions of said section contemplate o 
certificate be filed ond published for EACH fictitious name 
under which o business is transacted.
